Bishop, the mother, became possessed 
of property worth at least P15.000. which 
it waa alleged rightfully belonged to the 
daughter. These transactions were ef- 
fected before the marriage of the daugh- 
ter to M r. Nicholson. After tho tiling of 
tho bill mutual friends interposed and 
brought about a (settlement of the liti- 
gation which at the tiiuo W.IK rogiirdecl 
as satisfactory to all parties in inLoroM.

Company H was organized September 


6,1877. I. D. Walker swore the men in, 
and A. Goodman, was made captain. 
Walter Colladay was the sixth man en- 
listed. Tho company bought its own 
uniforms and paid for its quarters, the 
state furnishing the guns. 


In 1870 the -company was reorganized 


with W. W. Foster as captain. Later on 
Henry Elwood was made captain, and 
finally was made major, leaving Captain 
Frank Wells in command, with Frank 
Swearingen and I. Cornthwait ns lieu- 
tenants. The company was at this time 
called into active service, being for ten 
days at East St. Louis. In SeptEmber( 
1889, Captain Wells became majdr and 
later lieutenant colonel, leaving Captain 
Colladay in command of Company H. 
He is now the senior captain of the Fifth 
regiment. Other offices at various times 
have beisc held by F. H. Hall, F. W 
Wismer, Elslager, Dillehunt, Kennedy, 
Gallagher, Kennelly, and the present 
lieutenants, Frank Cassell and Will 
Hammer. 


With Captain CoUaday in command 


respondcd to "Our Posse Comitatus. 
The sheriff was received with consider 
;iblo applause. Our posse, comitatus in 
eludes all able-bodied men and boys 
The sheriff is the leader and he can ca! 
on his men to assist him. Macon count 
is always noted for its law-abiding an 
upright men, but, in the last four yam 
they seem, to have degenerated some 
Whoso fault it was he could no 
say. They seemed to have it laid u 
for him. At any rate ho had been in i 
The last thing was tho great strike o 
the Wabash and as his time was abou 
out he saw a great chimcc for a situ 
tion. So be rang tho bell, he turne 
switches, ho did anything to make hin 
self handy for a soft job. lie was culle 
a scab. He went a day and a half an 
thought he was a full-fledged Wabas 
man. In a day and a half more they 
put in other scabs. He did not propose 
to ' work with them, so he was stil 
striking. 


Of all contemptible words that word 


scab is tlio worst, A penalty should be 
put on any who us it. Who is there 
who has not taken some one's place? If 
all goes well here ou the lirat of Decem- 
ber we shall havo a scab sheriff. 


On that first Sunday morning of tho 


strike, after reading about tho strike, the 
sheriff went to tho depot and looked at 
tho delayed passengers, and they looked 
at him. Later in tho day officials began 
to move trains.aud the crowd drew close. 
Everything began to look rocky. 1C one 
had thrown a stone tho officers might 
have boon overrun. 
About 6 a train 


came from Chicago with a scab engineer 
on board. No ono could show him in. 
Tho sheriff did not know much about 


C8 but he piloted the train in, al- 


ihough jthe crowd called him scab and 
everything else. Thon ho took the engi- 
neer hoino and kept him, for fear some- 
thing might happen. 


That night he hoard men talking, and 


lie began to think that there would bo 
trouble. 
When 
tho governor asked 


what he had done, he replied that ho 
needcf.1 asi;:.stanco. Next morning when 
he turned over the platform to Colonel 
Wells ho t."lt as though a millstone— 
yes, two millstones—had fallen off his 
nock. 


Next was a messenger asking him to 


moot tho railroaders SB their hall. First 
ho heard there tho word "scab.'' 
Then 


he was asked why this military. 
He 


said ho was a citizen and an officer and 
and ho proposed to abide by the law. 
No more. 


After referring to tho fact that the 


strike was over and the men were out, 
ho spoke of arbitration. 
There were 


two times whifti he would liked to have 
had arbitration. 
One was when Jeff 


Davis looked him up in Libby prison. 
Another was when he was hold up down 
at Taylorville. He looked around then 
for an arbitrator, but none showed up. 


The speaker then reviewed the labor 


troubles at some length. 
The speaker 


thought enough attention was not given 
to the declaration of independence. 
It 


should bo taught in the schools. 
Some 


of the labor loaders do not know enough 
about it. If Debs, etc., wore in Russia, 
instead of going to jail they would go to 
the mines of Siberia. 


REV. W. C. MILTjEll 


responded to the toast, "Some Lessons 
From the Strike of 1S04.1' That Sunday 
morning ho was somewhat alarmed be- 
cause his ch?.irch was near the railroad. 
But he recalled the story of the preacher 
on shipboard who had heard that as long 
as the sailors swore there was no danger. 
In a fearful storm t"he preacher listened 
and said, "Thank God, they are swear- 
ing!" That Sunday morning after his 
sermon the speaker went to the railroad, 
listened, heard the sheriff, and ihon he 
felt secure. 


During the recent trouble tho speaker 


recalled the words of Macauley, when 
he said, "Gentlemen, I appeal to the 
twentieth century," when asked what he 
thought of America. The speaker could 
hardly believe- the condition suggested 
there would ever be realized. Our na- 
tionality is too strong, too true, too im- 
perial. We are, however, receiving all 
that may come from the lowest levels, 
the prisons of Europe. We have to tako 
an emetic occasionally, but we are stil] 
receiving them. 


Ono lesson to be learned is that 


Americanism must predominate. 
Our 


that our federal power is just as 


hong to-day as it ever was. We avc 
entralized and everything bows to our 
overnment. 
The next time a man un-

They have all one tenor- the crops are 
burning up. Thursday's reports slated 
that in tho southern sections of Iowa 
and in much of Nebraska the corn 
crop is injured beyond redemption. la 
the northern range of counties in Iowa, 
which are considerably later than those 
in the southern sections of the state, 
there is still room for hope. If rain 
should como in the next day or two it 
would still be in time to save th" crop, 
but should the drought remain unbro- 
ken forty-eight hours longer t'.io ivsults 
will be disastrous. A failure in Hie corn, 
crop this year means bankruptcy for a 
still greater number oC railroads. They 
cannot stand another jcar of such hard 
times as they have been having. !>>nie 
of the roads oven that have continued 
(.o pay dividends see impending receiver- 
ships hanging over them if their prij--ent 
fears arc realized. Rain, aud heavy rain 
at that, all through the west is the 
thing that the roads desire most at pres- 
ent.

From Thursday's Dully. 


When Jnmes H. Clark, chairman of 


thq(stato central committee, wielded his 
gavel in tho hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday he opened what 
proved to be one of tho liveliest os well 
as one of the most important Republican 
state conventions over held within the 
borders of Illinois.

TWO KILLED 


In a Wabash Wreck This Morning. 


AKcar-Eml Collision nt TVcst Point. 1ml.. 


Kills an Engineer anil a 


llrakeinun. 


From Frldjy's Dully. 


"Word was received here this morning 


of a most unfortunate accident on the 


lastern division of the Wabash. No. 
t3, due here at 3:50 a. m. from Toledo, 
did not arrive until after 10 o'clock, the 
ong delay being caused by the accident 
at West Point, Injj., west of Lafayette, 
which happened as follows, as related 
by the trainmen on No. 43. 
Tho ac- 


cident happened a few miles west of 
West Point and occurred at 12:30. 
A 


'reight from tho east had broken in two 
between Lafayette and West Point, but 
was not discovered until after West 
Point was reached. The engineer then 
Hacked the section he had with him on 
to a siding and with only the engine 
Dulled out ou tho main hack and started 
jack to where ho might find the last 
ialf of his train. 
On the engine was 


;he engineer, a new employe by the 
name of Clark, formerly an engineer on 
;hc Lehigh Valley road, his fireman and 
Brakeman Donahue. They were back- 
ing at a moderate speed when the fireman 
startled them by tho cry to jump. Before 
engineer and brakoman could realize the 
situation tho fireman had jumped horn 
the engine and almost 
instantly tho 


collision followed. 
They struck 
the 


rear section of their train which was 
being pushed to West Point by another 
freight that had followed in the. rear. 
Tho collision was terrific.* 
As soon as 


possible, lights Jwcro brought 
to the 


scone and there in the wreckage was 
found tho mutilated and badly irjjuied 
bodies of Engineer Clark and Brakeman 
Donahue. 
Clark's injuries were 
in 


the main internal, 
while the 
poor 


brakeman had both legs torn from his 
body and was most piteously injured. 
A flngman was sent buck to stop No. 4IJ 
and ho went four or hve miles east of 
tho accident. 
Tho passenger pulled to 


Ihe scene of the wreck, and the injuied 
men were placed in the baggage car and 
taken back to Lafayette, where both 
died about three houis aftci the acci- 
dent, one surviving the other but fifteen 
minutes. 


The engineer was a new man in the 


employ of the Wabash, and his residence 
could not be learned. Briikeman Dona- 
hue resided at Andrews, Ind.

The town this morn- 
ing was a smouldering heap of ruins 
and the btnokc was so dense that the 
headlight of a locomotive could not be 
seen fifty feet. away. 
Three relief 


trains reached Phillips soon after 0 
o'clock this morning. 
One was in 


charge of Gov. George W. Peek and 
his staff. 
Tho second came from Stev- 


en's Point in charge of Frank Lame- 
remvx anil Crosby Urant, and the third 
from JIarshlield in charge of Maj, W. 
JI. Upham, republican nominee for 
governor. 
. As soon as he arrived Gov. Peck 
called his stuff together and dirccteit' 
the work of unloading the provisions,.' 
There were several car loads of food 
and a warehouse was opened in one of 
the few buildings that arc left stand- 
ing in the town. Through the dense 
smoke Gov. Peck made his way and 
found two heavy walls that marked 
the •• place whure- the two banks had 
stood, On inquiry it was learned that 
the vilnlt.s of Uie banks contained frA- 
OOU, and Gov, Peck immediately -swore 
in a dox.en men to g-u.ii-d the money iu 
the vaults. They were armed with 
Winchester rilles and ordered to re- 
in:! in on dntj' in two .shifts day and 
night.

At Least Forty Persons Said to Have 


Perished, "and the Wonder is that 


so Many Escaped"—Relief 


for the Suffering.

•WEST SUPEHIOB, \Vis., July SI.—Rev., 


J". P. Nason, who went to Phillips in 
charge of the supply train, sent from 
here, returned to Superior yesterday. 
He said that the reports of twenty 
lives having been lost were far short 
of the truth. The total loss of life 
will be at least forty. -Eleven bodies 
had been recovered up to noon yester- 
day. Some of the bodies were charred 
beyond recognition, but many of them 
were recovered from the bottom of the 
lake and easily identified. Those who 
escaped had only the clothing- on their 
backs. The hair was singed and faces 
scorched on many of the fugitives. 


On account of the intense heat and 


strong wind no dozen fire departments, 
had they been on hand when the first 
house was ablaze could have averted 
the calamity. "The wonder is that so 
many escaped," said 5Ir. Xiuisou, In 
attempting to escape from the fury of 
the flames one party of seventeen Look 
refug-e in a boat-house some distance 
out i*"the Jake reaching- it by means of 
a sidewalk built, on piles in llvj water. 
The flames slowly began to burn the 
sidewalk, and as . the only mcar.s of 
escape back to land was thereby cut 
off, the occupants were obliged to stay 
in tho boat-house while the structure 
was burned over thoir heads.
